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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that the Chirashnya reference 
does not teach the "updating an availability of a network system In response to identifying a failed component." Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. Throughout Chirashnya's disclosure, and especially within the cited paragraphs, it Is taught that the system receives an alarm 
which identifies a failed component(s). Based on these failed components, parameters of the network are updated, such as: which 
component failed, how this failing will be implemented as a probability in a causal network that will be constructed after the reception of 
the alarms, any configuration changes occurring as a result, etc. By constructing a causal network based on the latest information 
gathered from any alarm (the update), probabilities of the components in the network failing are calculated, which constitutes "an 
availability of a network system", which is related to which components are available at the time, or what their probabilities are of failing. 
The collection of these parameters constitute network availability. Applicant's arguments regarding the dependent claims are not 
persuasive. Both the Rogers and Noy references do qualify as prior art over the claims, because the provisional applications of both 
non-provisional applications teach the same subject matter - Rogers teaches the multiplication of probabilities to calculate non-redundant 
components, and the proposed areas for claims are directed to the same areas as those actually claimed. Noy also describes the same 
invention in the non-provisional application as in the provisional application - Network Provisioning, and the proposed areas for claims 
appropriately describe the subject matter disclosed. As a result, both the Rogers and Noy references qualify as prior art over the present 
claims. 
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
